The oval sign et bears the n ame of Che­ 
ops, which is in hierogly phics in perfect 
accord with the stamp on the bricks of 
the great py ramid . This remarkable an ­ 
tiquity was foun d in a tomb at Ghizeh. 
It n ow reposes in the museum of the 
New York Historical society .—St. Louis 
Republic.

A d arin g attem pt to steal a whole field 
of barley that had been thrashed has 
been mad e at the farm of J. U. Mum- 
ford , on the lin e of the Burlin gton d itch, 
n in e miles n ortheast of Den ver. 
Tho 
barley had been bagged , an d the bags 
stood piled up in a iield some d istan ce 
from Mumford ’s house. 
Just at d usk a 
y oun g fellow who was takin g a short 
cut across the field s saw four men at 
work load in g the sacks of barley in tc 
two wagon s that stood outsid e the field . 
Two of the men were carry in g the sacks 
to tho fen ce an d throwin g them over 
an d tho other two were load in g the wag­ 
on s. 
He soon saw that they were n ot 
Mumford ’s farm han d s. 
Miimford ’s 
men would have d riven the wagon s in to 
the field s, an d besid es, they would be 
very stran ge farm han d s in d eed that 
would work with the d esperate haste 
with which these men were workin g. 
The y oun g fellow wen t at first to 
Mn mford ’s liouse an d told him of what 
was goin g on . 
J. S. Foster, a n eighbor­ 
in g farmer, was called In , an d soon six 
men were got together, all armed , an d 
they started out on horseback to catch 
the barley thieves. 
Tlio n ight was d ark an d cloud y , an d 
it was impossible to see an y d istan ce, but 
they rod e in the d irection of tlie place 
where the barley was stacked , an d soon 
they could hoiir tlie voices of the men at 
work. 
It was impossible to see an y - 
thin g, an d a con sultation was held to try 
to d ecid e the best way to go about t he 
capture. 
\\ bile tiie six horsemen wer»** 
gathered in a group, talkin g in low 
ton es together, a flash of lightn in g 
f r o m 
the cloud y sky lit up tho field .' It d is 
closed a man with a barley sack up o n 
his should er n ot fifteen feet away , ami 
close at han d tho two wagon s, with the 
other three men at work. 
On e of tn e 
horsemen , almost as (juick as the flash­ 
in g lightn in g, palled his weapon ui:h 
took aim, an d before d arltn ess on ce more 
hid tlie scen e a shot from his ¡li.stol ran g 
out upon the air. 
This was the sign al 
for a gen eral fusillad e that filled th(^ 
d ark n ight with flashin g pistol shots. 
The thieves return ed tho horsen ieiis 
I fire, an d tho iion semen kept it up un til 
their ammn n ition was exhausted . 
Tlie 
on ly aim for either sid o was the flashin g 
pistol shots of tho others, so that n ot 
much d amage was d on e. 
Non e of the 
horsemen were hurt. 
While the firin g 
was fioin g on tho wagon s were heard 
d rivin g off, tho d rivers whijipin g up 
their horses in a furious way . 
It was 
evid en t that the two men outsid e tlio 
fen ce had tied an d left their compan ion s 
to tako the con sequeuces of their acts 
When the firin g cea.sed , the six hor.se- 
uien mad e a search for tho remain in g 
men , but they could n ot he foun d . Tliev 
iiad fled in the d arkn ess. 
An examin a­ 
tion of the barley bags showed that a 
great man y of them liad been taken , an d 
tiie horsemen at on ce wen t in pursuit of 
the wagon s. 
About half a mile away they foun d 
the wagon s, but tiie horses an d men were 
gon e. 
The wagon s were half filled witii 
sacks of barley , an d a n umber of empty 
bags were foun d with the marks of a 
Den ver firm upon them, so that it seems 
probable that the thieves came from tiiis 
city . 
The wagon s are n ow at Mr. Muin - 
ford ’s place waitin g for an own er. 
In tiie morn in g an examin ation was 
mad e of the field where the shootin g took 
place. 
A trail of blood was foun d lead ­ 
in g to the fen ce, but there it was lost. 
Tlie attempted 
robbery alarmed tho 
n eighborin g farmers, an d an exe.min ation 
was mad e, which resulted in the d iscov­ 
ery that seven ty -two sacks of wheat 
which on e of the farmers had stored in a 
d istan t field had d isappeared . 
It is sup­ 
posed that the thieves were the same 
on es who tried to steal Mumford ’s bar­ 
ley .— Den ver Republican .

especially

on es, 
con sequen tly 
greatly protected by tho bluo color, 
wiiile ray s which such ey es are able to 
bear obtain access. 
The material for blue glasses which 
has to be mad e in various shad es to 
suit in d ivid ual ey es, is somewhat less 
liard than that employ ed formerly for 
green spectacles an d is also In ferior in 
that resjxict to white glass, but it has 
gifin ed in d urability compassed with 
former d escription s of glass. 
Still greater is the progress record ed 
in the man ufacture an d hard n ess of 
“smoked ” glass, also used for protectin g 
the ey esight, 
Tliis kin d of glass, which 
is colored gray or mouse colored by the 
ad d ition of man gan ese, formerly suffered 
from too great softn ess by the ad d ition 
of a large quan tity of lead ; but the best 
man ufactures n ow mad e are n early 
equal to white glass in poin t of hard ­ 
n ess. 
The object of smoked glass is to 
red uce the glare of light without segre­ 
gatin g colors.—Chambers’ Journ al.
